HUEY ON ANARCHISTS AND INDIVIDUALISTS AS RELATED TO 
REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE AND THE BLACK LIBERATION MOVEMENT 


" We should undertand there is a difference between the rebellion of the anarchists and 
the black revolution of liberation of the black colony. 

This is a Class society; it always has been. This reactionary class society places its 
limitations on individuals, not just in terms of their occupation, but abo regarding self 
cipression, being mobile, and being free to really be creative and do anything they want 
to do. 

The class-society prevents this. This is tree not only for the mass of the blower or sub- 
jugated clas. It is abo true within the ruling class, the master class. That class ako limits 
the freedom of the indisidual sowk of the poople which comprive il. 

to the upper class, the individual always try tofrce themselves from these limitations 
=— the artificial limitations placed upon him through external sowrees: namely, some 
hierarchy that gors by the name of State or Covernment Administration, 

In“Americu, we have not only a clas society, we abo have a cate syetem, and black 
people are fitted into the lowest caste. They have no mobility for going up the clans 
fadder. They have no privilege to enter into the ruling structure al all. 

Within the ruling class they're objecting (resisfing™), because the prople have found 
thal they're completely subjected to the will of the administration and to the manipula- 
tors. This brings about o very simnge phenomenon in American, That is, many of the re- 
belling white students and the anarchists are the offspring of this master class, Surely 
fisl of them have a middle class background and some evrn wpper class. They see the 
limitations impowrd upon them and now they're striving, as all men strive, to get freedom 
of the soul, Freedom of cxpresion, and freedom of movement, without the artificial 
limitations from antique values. 

Blacks and colored people in America, confined withia the caste «ssiem, are dincrimina- 
ted against against a a whole group of people. [t's not a question of individual freedom, 
as if is for the children of the upper classes, We haven't reached the point of trying to 
free ourselves individually became we're dominated and oppressed a: a group of 
people. 

Part ~f the people of thik country — which & a great part — part of the youth them: 
saclves. But they te not doing this as @ group of people, Became a a group they're al: 
ready free to an extent. Their problem is not a group problem really, became they con 
cauly integrate inte the structure. Potentially they're mobile enough to do this: They're 
the educaicd ones, the “future of the country,” and so forth. They can easily gain w cer: 
tain amownl of power over the sececty by integrating into the rolemhip circle. 

But they sec thal cveo within the rulership circle there arc still antique values that 


have oo respect for individualam. They find thennelies subjugated. So matter what clans 
they're im they find theomelyes subjugated becouse of the nature of this class sccicty, Seo 
their fight is to free the individwal’s saul, 

This brings about another problem. Vhev're being ruled by on alien source that has 
nothing to do with freedom of individual expression, They waant to ecupe this, to 
overturn this, but they sce no need to form a strecture or ao real, disciplined vanguard 
movement. Their reasoning & that by sctling up a disciplined organization they feel 
they'd be replacing the old structure with otchr limitations. They fear they'd be setting 
theneclves up as directing the people, therefore limiting the individual again, 

But what they dow! understand, of it seco that they dow understand, ix as long 
as the military-industrial comples exists, then the structure of oppression of the individual 
contiags. An individual would be threatened even if he were to achieve his freedom he's 
. He’ be threatened became there will be an organized bower group there ready 

to strip him of bis individual freedom at any moment, 
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In Cuba they had a revolution, they had « vanguard growp thal was a disciplined 
growp, and they realized that the state won't diwppear until imperialism is completely 
wiped oul, structurally and abo philosophically, or the bowrgeouis thoughts won't be 
changed. Once imperialism bs wiped owt they cam have thelr communi? state and the 
state oF territorial boundarics will disappear, 

In this country the anarchists seem to feel that if they just expres themselves in- 


dividually and tend (o ignore the limitations imposed on them, without leademhip and — 


without discipline they can oppoue the very disciplined, organized, reactionary state. 
This is not true. They will be oppresved asx long as imperialiom exists. You cannot oppose 
a system such as this is to oppose if with organization that's even more extremely dis- 
Ciplined and dedicated than the structure you're opposing. . 

I con understand the anarchists wanting to go directly from stale to non-state, but 
historically it's incorrect, Ax far as F'm concerned, ihinking of the recent French Revolu- 
tiom, the reason the Freedh wprising failed is simply because the anarchists im the country, 
who by definition had no organization, had no people that were reliable enough as far 
a the mass of the people were concerned, to replace DeGaulle and his government. Now, 
the people were skeptical about the Communist Party and the other progresdve parties, 
because they didn't side with the of mediam living. They lagged behind the people, 
so they Jost the respect of the people, and the people looked for guidance from the stu- 
dents and anarchists, ‘ 

But the anarchists were anable to offer a structural Program to replace the DeCanlle 
kovemment. So the people were forced to turn back to DeGaulle, It wasn't the people's 
fault; it was Cohn-Rendit's fault and all the other anarchists who felt they could just go 
from state to non-state. 

In this country — getting back home to North America naw — we can side with the 
Mudent radicah, We would try to encowrage them and persuade them io organize and 
weld a sharp cutting tool, 

In order to do this they would have to be disciplined and they would have at beast 
some philosophical replacement of the system. This is mot to aay that this itself will free 
the individual, The individual will not be free until the state does mot exist af all, and I 
think — I don't want to be redundant — this cannot be replaced by the anarchists right 
a ke 

As far as the blacks are concerned, we are not hung up of atlempling to actealize or 
express our individual souk because we're oppresed not as individuak bul as a whole 
group of people. Our evolution, or our liberation, is based first om freeing our group. 
Freeing our kroup to a certain degree. After we gain our liberation, our people will not 
be free. | can imagine in the future that the blacks will rebel against the organized lead- 
ership that the blacks themselves have structured, They will sce there will be limitations, 
limiting their individual selves, and limiting their freedom of expression. Bet this is 
only after they become free ax a group. 

This is what makes our group different from the white anarchkt — besides he views 
his group as already free. Now he's striving for freedom of his individual self. This ix the 
big difference. We're not fighting for freedom of our individual selves, we're fighting for 
a group freedom, In the future there will probably be a rebellion where blacks will may. 
“Well, our leadership is limiting our freedom, because of the rigid discipline. Now thad 
we've gained our freedom, we will strive for our individualimic freedom that has nothing 
to do with organized group or state.” And the group will be disorganized, and it should 
Int. 

Kut at this poiat we stress discipline, we stress organization, we do not stress poy cbedel- 
ic drugs, and all the other things that have to do with just the individual cipansion of 
the mind. We're trying to gain true liberation of a growp of people, and this makes our 
struggle somewhat different from the whites. 

Now, how is if the same. [t's the same in the fact that both of us are striving for free- 
dom. They will not be free — the white anarchists will not be free — until we an 
so that makes our fight their fight really. The scapes and the bowrg

Se this makes 
our fight the ame, and we must keep this in perspective, and abvays ore the similarities — 
and the differences in it. 

[here's a tremendow. amount of difference in it, and there's a dee amount of similari- 
tics between the two cases, Hoth are siriving for freedom, and both are striving for lib- 
eration of their peopke, only one is advanced to a degree higher than the other. The 
anarchists are advanced a step higher, but only in theary. As far as actuality of condi- 
liom. they shoukda’t be advanced higher because they should sce the necessity of wiping 

| Dh the imperialistic structure by drganized growps just as we must be organized, 
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“The Black Panther Party is a vanguard group 
leading the revolutionary strugele, playing « partin 
it, because this is world revolution: all colonized 
people are now resisting. To work as one of the ad. 
ministrators of this revolutionary action, vou have 
to view voursclf as an oxen to be ridden by the 
people. This is what the Black Panther Party 
feaches—that we should all carry the weight, and 
those who have extreme abilities will have to carry 
extremely heavy loads.” 


“A people who have suffered so much for so long 
at the hands of a racist socicty, must draw the line 
somewhere. We believe that the Black communities 
of America must rise up as one man to halt the pro- 
gression of a trend that leads inevitably to their 
total destruction.” 


“The only political power that I can see that we 
can build would be potentially destructive. It is not 
our choice to be destructive: we would like some 
other avenue to work through, but the country has 
left us no choice. So they've pushed us to the wall, 
and now we're coming off the wall with just what 
they asked for.” 


“Kon harenga and some other nationalistic groups 
scem to be hung up on surviving Africanisms, or 
what we call cultural nationalism. Cultural nation- 
alism deals with a return to the old culture of 
Africa and that we are somehow freed by identifving 
and returning to this culture, to the African cultural 
stage of the 1100's or earlier. Somehow they believe 
that they will be freed through identifying in this 
manner, As far as we are concerned, we believe thal 
it's important for us to recognize our origins and 
identify with the revolutionary Black people of 
Africa and people of color throughout the world, But 
as far as returning, per se to the ancient customs, we 
don't see any necessity in this. And also, we say that 
the only culture that is worth holding is revolution: 
ary culture—for change for the better.”

Eldridge Cleaver made the decision to politically exile himself 
November 27th, on the basis that the Adult Authority made an outlaw deci- 
sion, and that he has been denied his constitutional right to duc process of 
law. 


The revocation of Cleavers parole wes illegal, because no parole 
violation was committed. 


The Adult Authority parole board has Wied to maintain that Cleaver 
violated his parole by having a rifle in his possession, and by associating 
with individuals of bad reputation. This contention, we will show, is false. 
The Adult Authority version contradicts the Superior Court order itself: 


« _. Cleaver’s only handling of a firearm (the rifle) was in obedience 
Sonolhil watt mae heonsile a hand gun at all.

Parolee Cleaver was denied due process of law by being denied 
opportunity to present his case.

At the same 
time, the Adult Authority maintains —falsely—that Cleaver has the oppor- 
tunity to defend himself at a hearing. This is how it works:

Not only was there absence of cause for the cancella- 
tion of parole, it was the product of a type of pressure unbecoming, to say 
the least, to the law enforcement paraphernalia of this state.’ 


Cleaver is in political exile because a man of his convictions cannot 
get justice here. Indeed, if we are to give more than lip service to the con- 
cepts of freedom and justice we must support him. The work to get him 
discharged from parole must continue. An intense publicity campaign is 
necessary now to bring to the public the legal defense and arguments 
which were carried to the courts with no satisfaction, We must all work 
together to focus attention of this case. This is not an issue of one man’s 
freedom, but a broad struggle which affirms the right of all of us to speak 
out politically in this country. If Cleaver is not al his freedom, it is 
just a matter of time until all our frectloms are further reduced, His is not a 
personal struggle but a political one.

We ore always the first to be 
arrested and the racist police forces are constantly trying fo. 
tend that rights are extended equally to all people. Cut this 
brothers and sisters, and carry it with you.

1. If you ore stopped and/or arrested by the police, you mney 
main silent; you de not have to answer any questions about « 
leged crimes, you should provide your name ond eddress oti 
requested (although it is mot absolutely clear that you must do 
But then de so, and af all time remember the fifth amendment. “s 

2. If a police officer is not in uniform, ask him to show his iden-— 
tification. He has no authority over you unless he properly identi 
fies himself, Bewore of persons posing os police officers. Abweys 
get his badge number and his name, : 

J. Police have no right to search your car or your home uv 
they hove a search warrant, probable couse or your consent, They 
moy conduct no exploratory search, thot is, ene for evidence of 
crime generally or for evidence of a crime unconnected with the 
one you are being’ questioned about. (Thus, a stop for an ovto 
violation does not give the right to search the oute.) You are * 

required to consent to o search; therefore, you should not consent 
and should state clearly ond unequivocally that you de not consent, 
in front of witnesses if possible. If you de not consent, the police 
will have the burden in court of thowing probably couse. Arrest 
may be corrected later. ' 

4, You may not resist arrest forcibly or by going limp, even ifyou 
are innocent. To do so is a separate crime of which you can be con. 
victed even if you are acquitted of the original charge. Do not ee 
sist orrest Under ony circumstances.
